Indiana Parks on the Air 


The leaves have not turned yet, but last weekend I caught Fall Fever. Saturday's seventy 
degree weather was a perfect excuse to pack a cooler, a picnic lunch and head for one of 
Indiana's State Parks. It just so happens last Saturday was the second annual Indiana 
State Parks on the Air contest. It ran from noon until 8pm that evening. 


As my wife Dee Dee and I headed south on I-65 she was surprised to see an extra bag of 
chips, a radio, mast, coax, marine battery and 20 meter antenna. Of yes, we just might 
power up the radio and talk to friends when we get there. 


We were pleasantly surprised to find Charlestown State Park a perfect venue for working 
the contest, watching the wildlife, eating lunch and watching the river barges move up the 
Ohio River. To our delight, we found an observation platform sitting right over the west- 
ern edge of the Ohio River. 


I worked 20 meters until 2pm them tried 40 meters using my same 20 meter dipole ham 
sticks. The radio auto tuned just fine and finally I started making contacts closer to 
home. 


In the early going I made 20 meter contacts with many of the Route 66 Special Event 
folks stationed from Chicago to San Diego. I also checked in with the HMS Bounty, a fall 
ship, anchored off of Moose Island near Lubek, Maine. Florida Texas, New York and Loui- 
siana provided a few contacts too. 


I finally got Ohio and Indiana Park contacts on 40 meters later that afternoon. Contest 
wise it was not a big success, but I had a great day with my wife, radio and Mother Nature 
while casting for Parks on the Air contacts from the banks of the Ohio River. 


If you need a place to field test your HF radio or a nice place to picnic and watch the river 
traffic, I would recommend paying a visit to the Charlestown State Park. You will find it 
about 80 miles south of Indy off I-65.
